A posse at once left Bates- 
ville for Jamestown, where it was joined by 


' Sheriff Patterson of Woodruff County anda 


number of deputies and several bloodhounds. 
At 6&6 o’clock this afternoon two of the 
robbers were captured, one of whom is said 
to be Jesse Roper, the outlaw, who killed 
Sheriff Byler of Baxter County, abouta year 
ago, and for whose capture, dead or alive, 
there isa standing reward of $1,500. 

The robbers had become separated from 
each other. The Sheriff and his deputies 
met two of them, got the drop and they 
quickly surrendered. Both are now in jail 
here under a heavy guard, They are sulien 
and stubborn and will not give their names, 
Dat the Sheriff is confident of having the 
right men. They had a large quantity of 
watches and jeweiry in their possession.

able to give. They also said they wanted 
nothing from the ladies and told the ladies to 
rest easy.

Callous growth on the hands of a passen- 
ger was the evidence on which the robbers 
relied to prove that the passenger was a 
workingman. G. W. Crawford of Colorado 
City, Tex., was one of the men who escaped 
on this policy. The robbers who were going 
through the car he was in ordered him to 
hand out his money. He says he was getting 
it out as fast as he could when ore of the®rob- 
bers ran his finger across the palm of Craw- 
ford’s hand and said: Tou are ‘allright;

A Suspect Gives the Names of Two of 
the Train Robbers. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nev. 4.—J. R. Lemons, 
formerly a switchman on the Iron Mountain 
and previously a resident of Texarkana, 
called at the police station to-day and volun- 
teered to give information that would 
assist the authorities in capturing at least 
four of the robbers, Lemons was subjected to 


a ‘*sweating’’ for several hours and enough 
information was obtained from him to jus- 
tify the police in locking him up. He said 
he was present while the robbers were go- 
ing through the train and agreed to put the 

ice in possession of information that 
would enable them to capture the highway- 
men if they would agree that he should re- 
ceive a proper share of the reward. 

Lemons says that among the robbers was 
one the name of Cass and another named 
Bland and that one or the other of these two 
fired the shot that killed McNally.

Mayor Walbridge Said to Have 
Hired Fifteen Detectives. 


Were Watched, 


AN INVESTIGATION OF THE ALLEGED 
MACADAM STEALS. 


The Mayor Said to Have Employed Fitf- 
teen Men for Thisty Days to Secure 
Evidence of a Steal—Gov. O'Meara 
Tells What He Knows—Meyor Wal- 
bridge Pursues His Policy of Silence. 


It has been alleged in City Hall circles of 
late that Mayor Walbridge, shortly after as- 
suming the reins of Government, was urged 
to make a thorough investigation into the 
manner in which the city paid for its mac- 
adam. 

He was informed that some prominent 
city contractors were accustomed to deliver 
loads which were always a little shy“ 
when measured, but upon being passed as 
0. K.“ by the inspector the regular con- 
tract price for a full load was paid. 

No less important contractor and high 
State official was claimed to be implicated in 
this **shortage business“ than Lieut.-Gov. 
John B. O’ Meara and the Mayor was urged to 
siftthe matter. 

He employed, itis claimed, about fifteen 
or twenty private detectives from Furlong’s 
Agency at fancy prices to investigate and re- 
port to him. 

For fally a month these ‘‘secret service“ 
sleuths of the new administratiom plied their 
avocation, but with fwhat_ result 
is not yet known, asthe parties most inter- 
ested are either ignorant or unwilling to 
admit that such a scheme was projected or is 
in operation. Some of the inner circle, 
who profess to be very near to the Mayor, 
say that if this line of investigation is fol- 
lowed out a plausible reason will be @iscov- 
ered forthe heavy drafts made on s con- 
tingent fund last summer. 

Twenty detectives at $5 per day for thirty 
days means $3,000 out of that fund. On the 
other hand, it is claimed that the story of 
this secret service has been circulated by the 
Mayor’s friends to furnish an excuse for the 
disappearance of the contingent fund. 

In an endeavor to gt at the facts in the 
ease and verify the rumors, the SUNDAY 
PoOsST-DisPAtron bad all parties interviewed. 

FURLONG DENIES Ir.

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SHIP OF DEATH! 


Appalling Calamity at the Spanish 
Port of Sant Ander, 


Dynamite Laden Steamer Catches Fire 
and Explodes. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE WILL BE COMPUTED 
BY HUNDREDS 


The Town Burning and the People Ter- 
rorized by the Disaster—Another Ves- 
sel Lying atthe Quay Destroyed—Not 
a Boul on Either Ship Saved—The Gov- 
ernor of the Province One of the Dead. 


MADRID, Nov. 4.—One of the most appall- 
ing calamities of the age befell the city and 
port of Sant Ander on the Bay of Biscay 
yesterday by which hundreds lives were lost 
and tlie city almost reduced toashes, The 
steamer Cabo Muchicaco, laden with dyna- 
mite, which reached Sant Anderjfrom Cardiff, 
caught fire yesterday evening, to the intense 
alarm ofthe port officials, who feared that 
the flames would cause farther damage 
to shipping, to the quay near 
which she was moored and to 
houses in the vicinity. The officials 
of Sant Ander, however, seem to have been 
unaware that the ship was loaded with 
dynamite, for they sent the Fire Department 
to the scene, the Governor of the province, 
the chief municipal officers and many of the 
leading citizens of the. town superintending 
the efforts to subdue the fire. 

Suddenly there was cries of alarm from 
those working about the vessel ani the alarm- 
ing news was spread with rapidity that the 
ship was loaded with dynamite and that the 
flames were rapidly approaching the terrible 
cargo. 

Before the crowd had time to rush back- 
ward there was a dull roar, followed by a 
fearful burst of fame and a Geafening ex 
plosion which biew the quay into fragments, 
set fire toa number of adjacent houses and 
smashed the windows in every house for 
miles around. 

The inhabitants, after the explosion, were 
reduced toa state of the most abject terror, 

The explosion shook the whole ey and 
did an enormous amount of damage. 

Among the prominent people killed by the 
explosion is the Governor of the Province, 
who was last seen in the front rank of those 
fighting the fire, 

The inhabitants were so dased dy the ex- 
ploston and the rapid spread of the flames 
from house to house that for a long time 
afterwards they appeared to be utterly 
unable to make any attempt to check any 


patches were sent from the village was still 
eating house after house and threatening the 
destruction of the entire city. 

All towns and villages in the. neighborhood 
of Sant Ander sent their fire engines to 
the scene and a strong and combined effort 
was made to save the property. 

All those on board or near the dynamite 
steamer and ali those on board the tug: boat 
alongside of her; as well as the officers and 
crew of the Transatiantic liner Alphonse 
XIII., which was in port, were killed by the 
explosion. 

The body of the Civil Governor, who was 
directing the opcrations on the quay, has 
been recovered, as wellas the bodies of a 
number of other officials. Among those re- 
ported killed is the Marquis Pombo. 

The authorities of Sant Ander are highly 
censured on all sides for allowing the stea m- 
or to violate the port regulations which for. 
bid the discharge of explosives at the quay 
side; on the other hand, it is claimed that 
the authorities were not aware of the 
dangerous nature of the steamer’s cargo or

No definite estimate of the loss of life has 
been received upto the hour this dispatch

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HARRY DUNCAN, THE CONDEMNED 
MURDERER, LED THE NEGROES 


The Trouble Started by a Difficulty Be- 
tween Harry Briggs, a Negro, and 
Charles Leary—Five of the Principal 
Offenders Now Confined in Dungeons 
—Jaller Kraemer’s Account. 


A fight, which at one time promised to de- 
velop into a good sized riot, took place 
among the prisoners in the City Jau yester- 
day afternoon shortly before 4 o' clock. 
About twenty prisoners took part in the 
fight, which had somewhat the appearance 
of a race war, the participants being negroes 
on one side and whites on the other. Harry 
Duncan, colored, whois under sentence of 
death forthe murder of Policeman Michael 
Brady in Stark’s saloon at Eleventh street 
and Christy avenue two years ago last month, 
took an active part in the fight and ts now 
locked up in solitary confinement as punish- 
ment. Four other negroes and one white man 
were also locked up in the dungeons.“ 
The negroes are Robert King, Harry Briggs, 
Sam Steele and George Williams. The white 
man is Charles Leary. 

JAILER KRAEMER’S ACCOUNT, 

Jaller Kraemer gave the following account 
ofthe disturbance. It was between Leary 
and Briggs that the trouble began. Between 
the hours of 8 and 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. the prisoners, all but those 
whoare kept in solitary confinement, are 
allowed the freedom ot the jail corridor for 
the purpose of taking exercise, Leary and 
Briggs gotinto an altercation and Briggs 
struck the white man. What the cause of 
the trouble between Briggsand Leary was is 
not Known. Leary claimed that all that he 
did was to ask Briggs for a match, when 
Briggs struck him. A jail guard interfered 
when Briggs struck Leary and pre- 
vented further hostilities for the time being. 
Briggs was warned to behave himself, if he 
did not want to get a taste of the dungeon. 
He, however, was dogged, and shortly after- 
wards seized achairand attempted to strike 
Leary withit. The negro was seized by the 
guards before he had an opportunity to 
strike Leary and locked up in the dungeon. 

While Briggs was being locked up 
several negroes, among them deing 
Duncan, got to quarreling with 
the white prisoners over the matter, and be- 
came engaged in a general fight. The shouts 
and curses of the men, and the noise made 
by the struggling men’s feet on the stone 
pavement of the corridor caused much ex- 
citement in the vicinity of the jail, and those 
within hearing rushed to the jail entrance to. 
see what caused the disturbance. The 
inner door was kept closed, how- 
ever, and nothing could be seen of 
what was transpiring within. The sounds of 
strife ceased in a short time, the guards hav- 
ing succeeded tn quelling the disturbance. 

NONE WERE INJURED. 

Jaller Kraemer made an investigation 
after the trouble was over and stated that, 
owing to the confusion, he was unable to ob- 
tain the names of any of the rioters, except- 
ing the five negroes and the white man who 
was struck by Briggs. He said that none of 
the prisoners wero injured. Hesaid about 


fifteen or twenty men took partin the fight. 

The negro, Robert King, who took part in 
the figkt, had been sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary ashort time before. Several montns 
ago he attempted to burglarize the residence 
of D. ©. Ball, 1601 South Grand avenue. He 
was detected by Mr. Ball, who shot him in 
the leg through a win ow. Thenegro made 
his escape, Dut was arrested some days later 
and identified by means of the injured limb. 
He pleaded guiity to attempted burglary yes. 
terday and was sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary. N

A WOMAN’S CENTENNIAL 

One hundred years ago next Thursday— 
November 9, 1793—Manon Jeanne Philipon 
Roland died by the guillotine atthe age 
of 39. Marie Antoinette—younger by 
more than a year—had preceded her to the 
same dismal fate just twenty-four days. 
The two most famous women of the Revo- 
lution which destroyed them both, had 
never met. United in death, their paths 
in life were far apart; for one was a 
daugute vi the Cesare, and the othor a 
daughter of the People. Only once were 
they ever under the same roof together. 
Mme. Philipon took her daughter to 
Versailles in the autumn of 1774. A 
female servant in the royal household 
was a friend of theirs, and they spent a 
week at the palace—lodged in the attic 
with the rest of the servants. The young 
girl must have often lingered at the doors 
of the grand Salon during that memorable 
week, and caught glimpses of the splen- 
dors she could not share; seen the radiant 
center of them all—the fair Queen, then in 
the bloom of youth and beauty and joy. 
How little could either have imagined that 
in a few brief years they would stand on 
the level of a common misery and a com- 
mon doom, and pass into history together 
as joint inheritors of immortal fame! 

In those remarkable men.oirs, written 
in the very shadow of the scaffold—and 
which all who care to know her well 
should reaad—Mme. Roland says: 

Ishall never forget the Lent of 1763, at 
which time I was 9 years of age, when I car- 
ried Plutarch to church instead of my prayer- 
book. From that period I may date the im- 
pressions and ideas which made mea Re- 
publican, without dreaming at the time that 
I should ever become a member of a re- 
public.

The family that ‘‘turns out well,’’ that 
adds nothing to the world’s criminals or 
lunatics or incapables, might-well excite 
the pride of a matron, but so many fami- 
lies are a failure in one way or another 
that it is possible Mr. Besant might find a 
matron here and there who would doubt 
the wisdom of her choice of a life. 

Admitting that the great wave of femi- 
nine workers has swept away some 
worthy masculine toilers, it must be al- 
lowed that it has given woman a freedom 
of choice which is as much her right as is 
thatofaman. In any event, the mascu- 
line workers could not or would not 
marry all these young women, and there- 
fore the girls have gone to work. What 
else was there for them todo? They can 
now choose their husbands, as many of 
them do, instead of mating with some 
jackanapes merely to get their bread. 

Man and woman must be mutually at- 
tractive if they are to wed happily. The 
3,000,000 bachelors in the United States 
over 30 years old have failed to find the 
right woman, or the right woman has not 
seen in any ot them the right man. Shall 
we compel these people to marry? 

In the course of time there may be more 
marriages of women who work.

SILVER BULLION COINAGE. 


Decided Change in the Administration’s 
- Polley on Purchased Holdings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 4.—Secretary 
Carlisle’s ordertothe mint superintendents 
to prepare for tbe coinage into standard dol- 
lars of the silver bullion purchased under 
the Sherman act indicates a decided change 
in policy on the part ot the Administration 
in regard to the Government’s silver 
holdings. With silver purchases at an 
end, the Administration proposes to 


utilize the seigniorage which will be gained 
by the coinage of the bullion, and inthis 
way help to relievethe ‘Treasury, which is 
confronted witha deficit at the close of the 
fiscal year of $50,000,000. Ifthe full amount 
of the bullion is coined the seigniorage that 
will be paid into the Treasury will approxi- 
mate $58,000,000, but with the limited capaci- 
ty of the mints. the whole ofthis sum win 
not be available for three or four 
years. The Secretary of the Treasury can- 
not anticipate the seigniorage, or in other 
words calculate the amount, and then issue 
silver certificates on this basis, for the reason 

does not become a Treasury

2,000,000 ounces of silver 
should be colned each month until July 1, 
1891, about a year after the passage of the 
law, no seigniorage would have deen 
utilized up this time, as no 
other silver have been 
coined. That the Administration should 
adopt the policy indicated shows plainly 
that the Treasury is in need of immediate aid 
to meet the demands made upon it. The 
seigniorage on the Dasig of the 386,000,000 
silver dollars coined during the first 
Cleveland Administration amounted to 86, 
900,000, and the greater part of this was used 
by secretary Foster. If the silver bullion had 
been coined from the first for redemption 
purposes the Treasury Department would be 
able toimmediately issue upwards of $20,- 
000,000 of silver certificates onthe accumu- 
lated seigniorage. 

But the silver has been stored in the vaults, 
and now in order to realize the seigniorage 
the vastamount will haveto be turned into 
standard silver dollars. The use of this 
seigniorage would not have been advised 
possibly if the Sherman law hadn't been re- 
pealed andthe purchase of silver stopped. 
If the seigniorage had been taken advantage 
of the issue of certificates thereon might have 
served to further disturb public confidence. 
With the chief source of alarm removed and 
the issue of Treasury notes limited, however, 
it is not thought that the issue will have any 
unsettling effect. 

The use of the seigniorage in this way will 
have the effect of increasing the eirculation. 
This is the only means outside of the bank 
circulation of bonds that is providea for 
making such increase. It*was not equa) to 
the increase under the Sherman law, but 
figuring on the capacity ofthe mints it will 
amount to upwards of $24,000,000 a year. 
operation of the new policy, 
may lead to the retirement 
the treasury notes of small denom- 
inations. When notes of this character are 
redeemea the ret may not reissue 
them, but use silver dollars in their place. 
Every dollar so emed would add to the 
protection of the gold reserve. Treasury 
notes are redeemable ln gold or silver coin at 
the option of the Secretary and they 
have played an important purtin the with- 
Grawalof gold for export. According to 
Treasury ngures no less than $52,250,000 of the 
igsue Of $152,000,000' has been redeemed in 

old. Just what the Secretary’s plans are 
nthts connection no one knows and itis 
doubtful if any line of policy bearing on this 

— has been decided upon by the Adminis- 
ration. 


THE MONETARY CON FERENCE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—There appears to be 
very little ifany prospect of an immediate 
reassembling of the International Monetary 
Conference. The sessions in Brussels in May 
last were adjourned untu November, at 
the suggestion of the delegates of 
the United States. No particu- 
lar date wasagreed upon for reconvening, 
and as the conference was called at the sug- 
gestion of the Uni States, its delibera- 
tions will probably resumed only at the 
request of this Government. Asfar as can 
be ascertained Secretaries Gresham and 
Carlisie h at present no intention of 
making this request.

Death Hes Deen Busy. Among Those 
Prominentiy Connected With the 
Tragedy and Former Trial- Burke 
O'Sullivan, Beggs and Many of the 
Chiet Witnesses Dead—Story of Dr. 
Oronin’s Assassination. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. .- Danieli Coughlin, who 
is again facing a jury on the charge of being 
one ofthe assassins ot Dr. Patrick Henry 
Cronin on that Saturday night in May, 1889, 
atthe Carlson cottage, on North Ashland 
avenue, was arraigned yesterday for his sec- 
ond trial in Judge Tuthill’s court. 

State’s Attorney Kern and his assistants, 
Messrs. Bottum and Kiekham Scanlan, con- 
duct the prosecution. The defense is be 
ing taken care of by Judge Russell M. Wing 
and Daniel Donahoe, both of whom ap- 
peared in the defense inthe first trial. Mr. 
Scanian is the only attorory for the State 
who took part in the first trial. 

The first day was consumed in trying to 
get a jury. 

Coughlin appears in court neatly dressed 
in a new suit of black. He has regained his 
weight and, with the exception of a slight 
pallor resulting from long confinements 
looks pretty much like his former self. Seated | 
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Daniel Coughtin.

During the day ffty- nine veniremen 
were excused for cause. One. Michael 
Culleney, was challenged peremptorily by 
the State and two were accepted. Parr was 
accepted yesterday. Of the 150 men sum- 
moned on the special venirefsixty-five were 
excused from court on various grounds and 
others did not respond. 


ALMOST THE LAST MAN. , 

Nearly every one ofthe prominent actors 
connected with the Cronin murder conspira- 
cy is dead. The big ex-detective, whose 
friends are making one more effort for his 
freedom, is almost the last of his line, Con- 
nection with the tragedy either as a defend- 
ant ora witness in the trial has in nearly 
every instance proved fatal. The Judge, the 


lawyerg and the jurors engaged in this cause 
celebre are almost the only persons inti- 
mately connected with the trial who have 
managed thusfar to escape its baneful ef. 
fects. 

Besides O’Sullivan and Burke, who were 
convicted of the murder; John F. Beggs, the 
Senior Guardian of Clan-na-Gael Camp 20, 
who was tried forthe murder but not con. 
victed, died in 1892. Just before the death of 
Beggs public interest in the famous case had 
been reawakened by the passing away of Pat 


one of the most important witnesses for the 
prosecution. It was Dinan’s testimony 
which convicted Coughlin as one of the mur. 


erers. 

Three other witnesses for the State besides 
Dinan are dead. These were the two Me- 
Inery giris..and William Nieman. Edward 
Spelman Long | ria brewer, who was a wit- 
ness for the efendants and a contributor to 
the defense fund, was accidentally killed 
about two years ago. Michael Gannon and 
Frank Shea, who were active. spiritsin the 
defense, are mo longer among the living. 
Robert Gibbons, the witness who swore to an 
alibi for Burke but was not believed by the 
jury, was shot to death by a Chicago police- 
man. The killing was pronounced just fla bie. 

Death has, indeed, been busy in the ranks 
of those who participated in the Cronin 
murder trial. 

Tom Desmond, a member of Camp 20, came 
on from California to advise and assistin the 
defense of the murderers, One night after 
the trial he fell on the sidewalk while goin 
to a secret meeting of Vamp , and sustaine 
a fracture of the leg which hascrippled him 
for life. Matt Danahey, another Camp 20 
man who tried to help out the defense, failed 
in business and is now a homeless wanderer. 
Pat Dolan’s saloon has not been profitable 
since it became notorious as a meeting place 
for the plotters and Dolan has lost his former 
jaunty and defiant air. 

It is an equally strange fact that all of these 
men who have met violent deaths were 
closely watched during their last hours both 
by friends and enemies of Dr. Cronin. 


CRONIN’S ASSASSINATION. 

On the evening of May 4,1889,Dr.P.H.Cronin, 
who had removed some years before from St, 
Louis to Chicago, disappearea from his 
home at 468 Nortn Olark street, in Chicago. 
Numerous reasons were assigned by his 
friends and acquaintances for his disappear. 
ance, but as his habits were regular and he 
was accustomed to be at his home at an early 
hour except when called away by pro- 
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that if he disappeared it might be supposed 
that he had been murdered. 

On May 56, the morning after the disappear- 
ance of Dr. Oronin,a blood-stained trunk 
was found near Lincoln Park. In the trunk 
was a roll of blood-stained cotton and cling- 
ing to the lid ot the trunk was a tuft of hair 
which was thought to belong to Dr. Cronin, 
but the body of a girl, which was found ina 
pondrear the trunk. made tbe affair only 
more mysterious andit was concluded that 
the trunk had been used to carry the body of 
the giri away. ; 


THE BODY FOUND IN A SEWER. 
On Wednesday evening, May 22, the mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance of Dr. 
Cronin was partially cleared by the discov- 
ery of his mutilated and putrefying remains 
in a catch basin of the Evanston avenue 
sewer. A bloody towel was wrapped around 
his head, which on a closer examination was 
found to be covered with a number of cuts. 
Around his neck was hung an Agnus Deli. 


The body was entirely naked. The discovery 
was made by a party of laborers who were 
cleaning a sewer. The body had been 
thrust into the basin feet first. There was 
no doubt as to the identity of the 2 — 
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its unmistakably being Dr. (ronin. The 
articles found in the trunk and on the body 
tallied and it was then decided that the body 
had been carried from the place where the 
murder was committed in a trunk. The man 

ruff, who hauled the trunk, offerec to 
turn State’s evidence if he would be given his 
liberty. This, however, was not agreed to, 
The police at once placed under surveillance 
a numver of men under suspicion. 

The police were put upon their mettie, and 
a searching investigation was made of all 
the circumstances connected with the case. 
On May Ant was ascertained that a small 
house, Known us the Carlson cottage, near 
the pesidence of O’Sullivan, the iceman 
whoége call Dr. Cronin went to answer, had 
beemrented byaman, giving his name as 
Frank Williams. The blood-stained trunk 
was identified as having been purchased in 
February by a man giving his nameasJ. B. 
Simons. The furniture in the Carison cot- 
tage was also bought by him, and moved in- 
to the bouse on March 19 from rooms at 117 
Clark street. 

THE ASSASSINS ARRESTED. 

Daniel Coughlin, a detective on the Ohi- 
cago police force, was arrested for com- 
plicity in the murder, his action in throw- 
ing false clews inthe way having aroused 
suspicion, He was identified by one Dinan, 
the keeper of the livery stable, as the man 
who had hired the now famous white 
horse aud buggy which had been used to 
take Dr. Cronin on his fatal trip to O’Sul- 
livan’s on the eve of way 4. On the 27th of 
May P. O’sullivan, the proprietor of the ice 
house to which Cronin had been summoned, 
was arrested. On May 31 there were four 
men under arrest, O'Sullivan, Coughlin, 
Peter McGeehan, . . Woodruff. 
The latter two were soon after- 
wards discharged. Le Caron, the well- 
known informer, declared that Cronin had 
never been a British spy, but stated that he 
bad convinced him that he was in danger 
from the Clan-na-Gael. On the izth of June 
Alexand M. Sullivan, ex- President of the 
Irisu National League, was arrested for com- 
r inthe murder. The Ooroner’s jur 

ad given its verdict on June 11, declaring it 
to be their belief that Cronin had been mur- 
dered by members of the Clan-na-Gael, and 
that A. M. Sullivan, Patrick O'Sullivan 
and Daniel Coughlin were impli- 
cated. A 8 Grand-jury was sum- 
moned an met on June 138. On 
June 16 Martin Bourk was arrested at Winni- 
peg, Ontario, on suspicion, and on the 19th 
was indicted by the Grand -jury in Chicago. 
On June 29 the Grand-jury completed its 
work, and found indictments against Martin 
Bourk, John F. Beggs, Vaniel Coughlin, Pat- 
rick O'Sullivan, Patrick Cooney and John 
Kunze, Alexander Sullivan had previously 
been admitted to ball in the sum of $20,000, 
and not ee afterwards made a motion in 
court that he be discharged from ball, as 
there was no evidence nor indictment 
against him.

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CRIMINAL LIBEL. 


Attorney H. W. Curry’s Sait Against the 
Webb City Register. 

CARTHAGE, Mo., Nov. 4.—The criminal libel 
suit against Jesse Zook, editor of the Webb 
City Datly Register, has been occupying the 
Circuit Court for the past two days. Three 
indictments were found, The first was 
quashed and substituted with an informa- 
tion. After taking partof the evidence the 
two remaining indictments were nolled and 
the suit upon information taken up. The 
prosecuting witness is Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney H. W. Curry ot Webb City, who 
claims that by reason of scurrilous articles 
repeatedly published,in someof which he 
was named as a thief, and also charging 
him with accepting bribes in crim- 
inal cases, his character was 
blackened and his usefulness as an officer of 
the law impaired. The defense asked for a 
special judge and John W. Halliburton was 
was chosen by the bar. 

The court room is crowded to hear theievi- 
dence, as no similar case has been heard in 
this court since the war. The attorneys rep- 
resenting the State are Hon. A. L. Thomas 
and John H. Flanigan, as the County Attor- 


ney did not wish to appear as prosecutor for 
his assistant. Hon. T. B. Haughawont and 
Howard Gray appeared for the defendant, 
and the contest has been waged fiercely. 

The testimony inthe case was closed to- 
day and instructions prepared. Court ad- 
journed till Monday to give ample time for 
arguments. The prosecution is fully anticl- 
pating conviction, as they think the evidence 
shows clearly the guilt of the defendant 
as prescribed by law. The fight on Curry 
was prolonged and while the liberty accordé 
to the press is large, the feeling is epoareat 
that some restraint should be required. If 
this case is decided in favor of plaintiff it is 
likely that other suits will follow unless 
greater caution is exercised by the editors.

New Yorx, Nov: 4 An action for separa- 
tion, alimony and substantial counsel fee 
involving many dramatic features is that of 
Mauoec vs. Maubec, the papers of which are 
nowin the hands of Judge Giegerich of the 
Court of Common Pleas, pending fils de- 
cision. Mrs. Mary Maubec, the plaintiff, a 
remarkably brilliant woman, is now living 
in seclusion with her youngest daughter, 
Miss Agnes Ehawhan Maubec, She has been 
an invalid for about two years, and receives 
no visits except from her physician. Mrs. 
Maubec, who is about 55 years old, was born 
in Ohillicothe, Mo. Her father was Dr. W. 
D. Jourdon, and it was commonly be- 
that community that she 
was a great · cranddaughter ot John Sevier, 
first Governor of Tennessee. Not much is 
known of the early years of her lite in the 
city where she was born except that she had 
exceptional educational advantages, her 
father being very wealthy. In 1857 she met 
John Shawhan, then a prosperous contrac- 
tor, and. in 1858 they were married. They 
traveled much through this country and 
Europe, and the war afforded Mr. Shawhan 
an opportunity to accumulate a large for- 
tune hy his contracts for furnishing supplies 
to the Government. In the springof 1870 
they arrived in San Francisco, and went to 
live in a beautiful residence in Oakland. 
Mrs. Shawhan’s beauty was the talk of the 
city, and in a brief space of time society had 
received her with open arms. Mr. Shawhan 
became a memberof the Stock Board, and 
more wealth flowed in on him. In fact, his 
success was only equalled by the 
lavish manner in which he en- 
tertained his friends. In April, 1875, he was 
elected Chairman of the Stock Board, at 
that time the most lucrative position in Cali- 
fornia. In a few years his wealth was 
reckoned up in the millions, but the tide 
turned, and early in the eighties he found 
himself a pauper, 

The inevitable result followed. The hus- 
band and wife quarrelled, and the former 
left his nome. He was gone some weeks, and 
when he returned the quarrel was renewed. 
Afier many disappearances he went away 
forever and all trace of him was lost. 

After waiting a reasonable length of time, 
Mrs. Shawha obtained a divorce on the 
ground of desertion. She then moved into 
a modest house with her sons and daughters 


and on March 2, 1888, she was married to“ 
Charles Maubec ofthe wholesale liquor firm 


of No. 613 Sacramento street, San Francisco. 
She was then receiving an income of $900 
from her mother’s estate in Missouri. Mr. 
Maubec, as junior member of the firm of 
Carpy & Maubec, conducted the interests of 
the firm at No. 18 Cedar street. 

At the time of irs. Shawhan’s second mar- 


. — ant anf her 
sons. and did not return for along time. 
March, 1884, while the Sharon divorce was on 
trial, she was present as a witness for the 
Sharon side. hile she was on the stand ex- 
Judge Tyler prepared to examine her. She 
thrust her right band into her dress pocket in 
a suspicious manner. Tyler immediately 
had occasion to ‘investigate his right 
hand hip pocket and bis son followed nis ex 

ample. The presiding judge quickly grasped 
the situation and noticing that everybody in 
the court-room had his hand on his hip 
pocket he promatly adjourned court. When 
the session was resumed each person was 
searched before entering the court-room and 
the result was the nucleus of a good-sizea 
arsenal. At this trial she indignantly denied 
all su¢gestions directed by Tyler against her 
morality. 

Fora time the marital relations of Mr. 
and Mrs. Maubec in this city were of the 
happiest character. In October, 1889, he 
sent her to Europe for ber health. She was 
accompanied by her daughter Agnes, then 
about 22 years old. Her other chtidren re- 
mained in San Francisco, where one of her 
daughters was married a few years 
before. When Mrs. Maubec’ returned 
to New York she found her husbapd 
as loving as ever and matters went 
along smoothly until March, 1892, when, she 
says, he began to symptoms of gross in- 
toxication and at times absent himself from | 
home. From that time until they separated 
they led a dog and cat life, always fighting 
and quarreling. She was suspicious every 
move he mane and openly charged him 
with gross immorality.

What Has France Gained by Hum- 
bling Herself Before the Czar. 


If There Is an Alliance the Fact Should 
Be Made Public. 


THE VIEWS OF EDOUARD LOCEROY, a 
PROMINENT FRENCH BADICAL. 


Little Significance in the Telegrams Pass- 
ing Between Carnot and Alexander— 
ExVice President Levi P. Morton in 
Paris—A Case of Libel in the French 
Courte—Peculiarities ofthe Law—a Di- 
vorce Case. 


Paris, Nov. 4.—There are persons in this 
country who ask whether Russia has done 
anything to justify the extraordinary ex- 
hibition of friendship France made. The 
question is, whether in prostrating berself 
at the feet of Russia without being asked to 
Go so and for no definite reward, France has 
not madea fool of herself. The patriotic 
enthusiasm of France was so tremendous 
that the public has not the heart to discuss 
this question. But Edouard Lockroy, a Radi- 
cal, and formerly Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, has that courage. In an interview with 
the Wortp and PostT-DISPATCH Correspon- 
drnt, he said: ‘‘The first telegram of the 
Czar in reply to the congratulations of Presi- 
dent Carnot on the visit of the Russian squad- 
ron appeared very cold. A later telegram 
was more satisfactory, as it mentioned the 


bonds which united thetwo countries. But 
President Carnot’s answer dispelled this 
satisfaction for he only spoke of the 


sympathies between thetwo countries. A 
bond may bea written alliance, but sympa- 
thy is in reality nothing at all. France has a 
right to know whether there is an alliance 
or all these receptions go for nothing at all. 
The triple alllance does not hesitate to make 
public its agreement. Why should the French 
democracy? There should de an end to this 
attempt to fool us. 

The report that Jules Lemalitre’s play, 
**Les Rois’’ had been prohibited dy the 
censor because it represented the tragedy 
in which Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria 
figured, is declared by the management of 
the Renaissance Theater to be baseless. It 
was said that the Australian Ambassador had 
protested against the presentation of the 
play because it obviously reproduced the 
tragedy of Mayerling. Mme. Sarah Bern- 
hardt, it is announced, will appear in the 
play on Monday. 

Levi P. Morton returned to Paris to-day

A case is pending of peculiar interest to all 
newspapers.

Unless you have money to buy candles you 
have no light, although the vast dome is lit 
by two large tncandescent lights and a few 
minor ones are scattered about. But the 
cells still remain dark. The men down 
stairs walk about. Unless you are disturbed 
by a fight the night wears on peaceably. If 
a fight occurs two dark cells are ready. one on 
each side of the last entrance or cage, and 
these are sometimes occupied by men, some- 
times by women, either black or white. 
The colored girls occupy the upper tier of 
cells, the white women the second story. 
and these are, when peaceabie, allowed to 
mingle and the cells are uot locked so early. 
The restricted walk just outside the cells and 
the heavy wire screen which guards it are 
oppressive. More space to exercise and the 
removal of this screen, which ruins the

panes of glass keeps out the cold it necessary 
and in cold weather a small coll of pipes in 
the corner and two leading to the upper cell 
hold the steam which heats the building.

A PECULIAR CASE. 

One particular individual of small stature, 
Slight, uncertain age, neither light nor dark, 
having gray eyes and dark hair, good-looking 
and an expressive face, particularly at- 
tracted my attention. To my surprise I 
found her a person with good judgment and 
fair understanding in general law. On fur. 
ther conversation I found her possessed ofa 
correct knowledge of many of the minor 
points of law and 1 learned that she was 
descended and connected with a solid line 
of lawyers, her father Ving been in his 
lifetime one of the most ed attorneys and 
judges of civil law in the Illinois courts. 

She is a » physician by ——— 
and a 11 of Ewing niversity. 
Her health is apie broken from confinement, 
and none of her friends reside in St. Louis 
but one sister, who writes to her 
often. Her case is singular. She 
has been arrested four times witbin the past 
six weeks, having been discharged three 
times and rearrested as soon as she gained 
her liberty. She has been here nearly three 
weeks and has never gone to court for a pre- 
liminary hearing. Even with very limited 
knowledge of courts, and especially criminal 
courts, this seemed very strange. I had al- 
ways been under the impression that when 
a case was called that even a prisoner has a 
right to speak in his own defense, unless 
represen py a lawyer. She never employs 
a lawyer. and by the books of the jaii she 
knows that the case bas been set and passed 
over. If she was disposed to employ a law- 
yer she has no funds for that purpose, 

I notice one woman reading her Bible; an- 
other studying; another is enjoying 
her snuff; another smoking a pipe. Some are

IOWA’S CANDIDATES.

Richardson Memorial Medical College 
Buildiag at Tulane University. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 4.—To-day the 
Richardson Memorial Medical College 
bullding was formally turned over to Tulane 
University by Mrs. Ida Richardson. Dr, 
Edward Souchon, presented the building to 
Col, William Preston Johnson, President of 
the University, who in turn gaveit into 
the custody of Dr. Stanford E. Chaille, Dean 
of the medical department. The ceremonies

The building is of brick nnd stone, situated 
on Ganal street, witnin two. blocks of the 
Charity Hospital, and is an imposing 
structure.

Richardson of $140,000 and is a memorial to 
n or late husband, Dr. Tobias G. Richard- 
son. The building occaples an entire 
square, is right in the heart ofthe city and 
waserected after careful study of allthe 
other medical college buildings inthe coun- 
try.

Gen. Jose Manuel Hernandez Must 
Answer for Outrages Alleged to Have 
Been Committed Against an Ameri- 
can During Orespo'’s Rebellion — 
Serious Charges. 

New York, Nov. 4.—Gen. Jose Manuel Her- 
nandez, a Senator from the State of Bolivar 


in the Republic of Venezuela, and second in 
command of Crespo’s army in the revolution 


of 1892, was arrested by the Deputy Sheriff at 1 


the Victoria Hotel at 9:15 this morning. The 
order of arrest was issued by the Supreme 
Court of King’s County in a civil suit for 
$100,000 damages brought by Geo. F. Under- 
hill and his wife, Jennie L. Underhill, of 260 
Forty-fifth street, Brooklyn. Underhill sues 
for $75,000 damages, $50,000 for the loss of his 
business in the city of Bolivar and $26,000 for 
personal damages for alleged imprisonment. 
His wife sues to recover $25,000 for alleged 
imprisonment. Ball was fixed at $10,000 in 
the first case and $5,000 in the latter. Gen, 
Hernandez was broughtjto the Sheriff’s office, 
where hail was furnished and he salled for 
Venezuela this aftennoon. 

He arrived here a week ago from Europe, 
where he had been for several months. He 
is 8 years old, unmarried and one of the 
most distinguished men in Venezuela, It is 
said that he will succeed Crespo as President 
of the republic when the term of the latter 
expires. It was the army commanded by 
him that won the principal victories over the 
Government forces during Orespo’s revolu- 
tion in 1892. 

The suit against him grows out of one of 
these victories. George F. Underhill was 
formerly United States Consul at ciudad, 
Bolivar. After he left the office he engaged 
in business there and built works to supply 
the town with water. In his complaint Un- 
Gerhill cites that on Aug.9,1892, Hernandez in 
command of revolutionary forces won a de- 
cided victory over the Government troops 
and captured the town of Ciudad, which he 
proceeded to occupy with his army. The 
plaintiff alleges that on Aug. 14, 1892, he was 
made a prisoner in his own house by order of 
Hernandez. Armed guards were placed 
around the house to see that he 
did not leave and cannon were placed 
in the street in front pointing toward his 
house.

It seems, accordingto the finding of the 
judges, that lager beer as now made by the 
Anheuser-Busch Co. has reached perfection. 
In making up the percentages for the various 
qualities in a total of 100 it was found that the 
Anheuser-Busch beer had 45 per cent for qual- 
ity and absolute purity, this percentage be- 
ing the highest possible. The next highest, 
by a rival in Milwaukee, was 
48 per cent. The Anheuser-Busch 
beer received 55 percent for nop and malt 
flavor, brilliancy and commercial value, 
making thetotalof 100. It wasan eminent 
authority who once said that nine-tenths of 
what is called ‘‘beer’’ Inthe United States 
is not beer at all, but is a corn juice prepara- 
tion. Corn beer is drinkable, but is claimed 
to be death to the stomach. First-class beers 
like all those made by the Anheuser-Busch 
company are brewed of malt and hops and 
are perfeet in purity. If beer consumers 
would think before they drank they would be 
careful to select some reputable product.

Some years ago glass balls were in use 
when live pigeons could not be procured, 
ut while the speed and direction could be 
regulated, the best shots soon got so they 
could break the bails every time, and, as it 
was hard to distinguish between a chip 
caused by a shot or by contact with a stone, 
frequent disputes arose.

THE CZAR’S BROTHERS. 


Three Giants and Two of Them Amiable 
Ones, but Serge Is a Poor. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POSsT-DIsSPATCH. 
Paris, Oct. 23.—The Grand Dukes of Russia 


have displayed much tact by not visiting 
Paris during the fetes givenin honor of tne 
Russian fleet. 

Their imperial highnesses will arrive, 
however, immediately after the departure of 
the Russian officers, and a sultof apartments 
isalready reserved for themat the Hotel 
Continental. The Grand Duke and the 
Duchess Vladimir, Grand Duke Alexis, the 
Grand Duke and Duchess Serge and their 
c: usins, the Duke and Duchess of Leuchten- 
berg enjoy Paris life tothe utmost, Every 
autumn they come, end amuse themselves by 
shopper, visiting the theaters and calling 
informally on friends. Of the Czar’s broth- 
ers, Viadimir is the eldest, and by his great 
beight and military bearing, we immediately 
recognize a Romanoff. 8 
Vladimir is r as well as warlike, and 
in this fami b of Titans he is the artist. 
Never do his blue eyes lose their profound, 
limpia appearance, and always under his 
brown mustache one detects asmile. This 
Grand Duke loves literature and music. 
President of the Academy of Fine Arts at St. 
Petersburg, he is interested in every artistic 
movement. and artists always find in hima 
wise and generous protector. Viadimir also 
amuses himself by purchasing antique furni- 
ture, and his imperial highness is known to 
every brocauteur in the Rues La Fayette and 
Chateaudun here. 

The Grand Duke Alexis is the second broth- 
er of the Ozar, and one of the handsomest 
men in Russia; very tall, broad-shouldered, 
with blonde beard light-blue eyes, a deep 
voice and musical laugh. Alexis is good- 
natured and simple in his manners. He is 
Admiral of the Russian fleet, while Viadimir 
is aide-de-camp general of the Czar. Alexis 
will never marry, and stories are told of his 
love fora lady of the Russian court, of the 
late Czar’s displeasure and the voyage of the 
Grand Duke around the world, Alexis obeyed 
his father, but made himself a promise never 
to marry, and that promise he has kept. 

The least sympathetle of the Czar's 
brothers is the Grand Duke Soren new in En- 

land with his wife, dauguter of the lamented 

rincess Alice, and granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria. Elizabeth Feodorovna has asad 
history. Not yet 30 years old, she has drained 
the cup of sorrow to tke dregs. When a 
mere chud she fell in love witha young officer 
attached to the Court of Hesse-Darmstadt, 
but was forced to marry the Grand Duke. 
Although very intelligent, Serge ts said to be 
extremely jealous, and the sufferings of the 
Grand Duchess have been beyond expression. 
Not long ago Elizabefh embraced the ortho- 
dox religion, and to recompense his brother 
for her conversion, the Ozar made him 
Governor-General of Moscow. The Grand 
Duke Serge was very unpopular from the be- 
ginning, and bad the unhappy faculty of 
wounding even those who would have been 
friends. 
These,were afraid to become open enemies, 
and as secret foes . were far more dan - 

erous. Not only the Muscovite aristocracy, 
ut the merchants and lower classes were 
entirely opposed to the rule of the Grand 
Duke Serge, andthe Czar was opliged to in- 
tertere. And yet, Serge has manners agree- 
able as his brothers and in conversation he 
possesses the charm of all the Romanoffs. 

After the appearance of the novels ‘‘Mall, 
Comtesse d’Arcq,’’ Rol de Thessalie’’ and 
‘‘Roland,’’ with the signature Ary Ecilair, it 
was said that in these novels the Grand 
Duchess Serge had offered the Key to her life. 
For a long time it was believed that the un- 
fortunate Elizabeth had made these novels 
an outlet for her feelings, and confided her 
grief and her anguish to a sympa- 
thizing public. But it is now known 
that, skilled as the Grand Duchess Serge oon 
be in diplomacy, great as may be her knowl- 
edge of the human heart, of court intrigues 
of the relations between social scandals au 
political events, the novels were written by 
a number of young Frenchmen who were 
anxious to mystify the world,

CAN YOU RUN A CAR? 


THE MOTORMAN’S JOB IS WOT AS EASY 
As IT LOOKS, 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DispaTcu. : 


"Tis n’t every man who can be a motorman. 
Not more than six men out of ten can run an 
electric car, five beinga fair average, while 
many are compelled to give up their posi- 
tions after they have run a week or two on 
account of lack of confidence, To bea suc- 
cessful motorman, a man has to be cour- 
ageous at all times, rare presence of mind, 
good eye sight and some knowledge of elec- 
tricity... All of these qualifications are abso- 
lutely necessary before he is given charge of 
a car. 

Of course the management of lines that 
bave just been constructed and when old 
and experienced men are not to be had devi- 
ate from this rule, but an old aad established 
line very rarely doss it. 

THE NOVITIATE. 

When anapplicant presents himself to the 
general superintendent for a position as 
motorman, if there be an opening or a likell- 
hood of one, he ig taken on for examination 
and is first put to work in the sheds switch- 
ing. After working two or three weeks in 
this department, where he has an oppor- 
tunity to get acquainted with the men, the 
different lines ofcars, time of leaving and 
departure, he is transferred to the repair 
shop, where he remains long enough to ac- 
quaint himself with the motors, and in fact 
all the machinery that propels the car. 
When the superintendent of the repair 
shop becomes convinced that his pupil 
is thoroughly competent to repair a car pro- 
viding it met with an accident while out ona 
trip, he reports tothe foreman of the shop 
for duty, but he is not given a car. His edu- 
cation is not more than half completed. His 
next assignment is to run a car around 
through the sheds, running backward and 
forward at a high and low rate of speed. 

HIS TRIAL TRIPS, 

This programme is kept up for u day or 
two, when hes given the privilege of mak- 
ing a dozen or 60 trips with a regu- 
lar man, when he has an  oppor- 
tunity to learn the streets, cross- 
ings, the slow up“ points and the 
rate of speed to’ De made in order to make 
the trip ontime. During these trips he rides 
on the front platform where he receives his 
instructions, but he is not allowedto at- 
tempt to manage the caruntil the orders 
come from the foreman, Thenthe regular 
playsthecub andthe new man for the Orst 
time takes hiscar out witha regular sitting 
by lis side to prevent an accident should the 
beginner lose his head at the time it should 
be clear, After several trips withan ex- 
perienced man, the beginner, 133 the 
report of the regular is favorable, is given a 
car. n first trip or tee he 
finds things entirely different. He realizes 
his responsibility, and becomes rattled, 
imagining that every time heturnsinto a 
street he is going to collide witha street 
car, a vehicie of some kind or a fre engine. 
He thinks of his precious load. the possibill- 
ty ofa number of them being bruised and 
mangled, himself being thrown in jail to 
await the action of the Coroner’s jury if he 
ts not killed himself. 

OFF IN HIS TIME, 

He thinks he is covering ground too rapidly 
and shuts off the electricity by degrees until 
be reaches his destination thirty minutes 
and sometimes fifty minutes iate. 
The foreman upbraids him for mak- 
ing such slow time and warns 
him not to let it happen again, His train 
will continue to come in late, however, 
every trip for a week, or until he has thor- 
ough confidence in himself, when he will 
apply all the electricity, Knowing that he 
can bring his carto a standstill in two sec- 
onds, if it becomes necessary. When he hag 
been on the road six months and meets with 
no serious accidents he'ls considered ajreliable 
man and competent to instruct beginners 
himself,

INCOME AND OUTGO. 


Have Home Expenses Decreased in Pro- 
portion to Salary Cute? 

Has the cost of living decreased with th 
decrease of salaries so generally reported? 

An investigation of this question by a Post- 
DisPaTcH reporter reveals the fact that 
the hard times have had no effect 
upon the cost of the actual necessities 
of life, the staple articles in household use 
having only varied in value, when they did 
so vary, merely as the —.— of the year or 
other natural causes influenced.

One day last week a prominent member of 
the Produce Exchange got up at the close of 
the ‘*call’’ and made a speech that fairly 
paralyzed the members. He declared the 
rules governing he Exchange here in need 
ofa radical change, and unless new and 
widely different ones were established he 
would Introduce a resolution at once to wind 
up the Produce Exchange of St. Louis. He 
said when they bought or sold a car of goods 
they established a price for the street, and 
any sales made to any man in the trade 
after that would have to be made as cheaply 
as the car load prices or no trade could be 
made, showing that there was no induce- 
ment whatever in favor of car lot pur- 
chasers. The object of the promoters of 
the Exchange-could not be reached through 
such practices, he a 
he therefore favored 
up the institution. Tom 
took the floor at once to oppose any such 
Step. He declared most of the operators on 
the street were poor men, and if the r 
was to be run for anybody’s benefit it should 
be for theirs. jie didn’t, he sald, 1 of 
running the concern to suit the ideas and 
pocket-books of the Rothschilds and Jay 
Goulds of the produce trade here and hewants 
the poor man to have a fair chance. Tom

Thore is some surprise atithe butter mar- 
ket becoming so quiet ali of a sudden. Of 
course the reviving of the pastures by the 
late general rains tends somewhat to in- 
crease the flow of milk, but it is claimed that 
the butter output, while benefited to some 
extent, is not increased sumciently to ac- 
count for it. 

When the price of butter advances to and 
beyond the paying point of production, 
there is a desire to crowd all 
in view on to the market, while 
if it is cheap, much more is used at home. 
Those timely rains willhave much to do with 
giving us a more steady milk and butter sup- 
ply for the greater part of the os win- 
ter. The hay, oats, corn and corn fodder 
crops are large, and with fair pastures in ad- 
dition there should continue a uniform if 
not good make of butter throughout winter, 
unless early and severe frosts kill the youn 
pastures and otherwise cause shrinkage o 
the make. 

It looks if it would be a 
move for many more 
to have their cows come 
the fall and make the bulk of their butter 
through the winter, even thou they have 
tocompete with oleomargarine, A further 
supply of butter would give less opportunity 
of substituting it, while the price would in 
no event be as cheap as it ranges through the 
summer months, and the cows have to be 
kept the fullyear any way. Many grocers 
who have sold oleomergarine would gladly 
keep out of it if the supply of butter was 
more plentiful and price in accordance. It 
is high prices of butter that helps oleo- 
margarine,

The Case of the Celebrated Swindler on 
Trial in Tennessee. 


JACKSON, Tenn., Nov. 4.—The celebrated 
case of the United States against Rev. G. F. 
Howard, a prominent Baptist minister of 
this city, charged with using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes, was called in the Fed- 
eral Court here yesterday. There was noth- 
ing done yesterday exceptthe entering of 
defendant’s plea for continuance, which was 


overruled by the court, 

The firstthing after court convened this 
morning defendant’s counsel interposed a 
plea inabatementtothe eight indictments, 
alleging that District Attorney S. W. Haw- 
kins was present in the Grand-jury room 
when the vote was taken on the indictments 
and counted the vote, and declared the 
result. This created a great sensation in the 
court-room, Most of the entire day was spent 
in arguing the many legal points involved, 

Court adjourned until 9 o’clock Monday 
morning. when the plea in abatement will be 


further discussed. 

This will be one of the most sensational 
lawsults ever tried in Tennessee. There are 
witnesses here from Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Texas.

WANTS BIG DAMAGES. 


Suits of Mrs. Victoria N Nichols Ara inst 
Her Parents in-Law. 


NEVADA, Mo., Nov. 4.— Cases ot consider - 
able importance have been brought from 
Barton tothe Vernon County Circuit Court. 
They are those of Victoria Nichols against 
Benjamin and OrphaNichols.

They Have Sucoeeded in Bringing About 
Declines-New Buyers Throw Over 
Their Holdings and Quit the Street— 
But There ls Really Little Reason for 
Discouragement at the Financial out- 
look. 


New Tonk. Nov. 4.—The bellevers in and 
advocates of a higher range of prices for se- 
curities have had to put up with a week of. 
disappointing results. For the greater part 
of the time the stock market has been weak 
and it has seemed as if the buying power had 
been entirely withdrawn from the market. 


[Not only has London been a steady and 


heavy seller of stocks, Dut a new and power- 
ful combination of operators for a fall have 
held full sway over the market and have 
succeeded, not only in checking the advance 
and bringing about serious declines, but 
have caused many new buyers to throw 
over thelr . holdings and quit the 
Street in disgast. Such results are 
naturally disappointing, in. view of the 
various developments of last week which, 
while they have doubtless received a measure 
of refiection in the course of prices could 
hardly be twisted by the most confirmed 
pessimist into arguments for a sharp decline 
in prices. There are no reasons, however, Why 
the believers that a steady improvement in 
the financial and commercial affairs of this 
country ison foot should be discouraged. 
Signs of it are everywhere apparent and will 
become more definite and numerous with the 
progress ot time. An immediate symptom 
hasalready been evidenced by the better 
market for bonds both here and abroad and 
bankers with wire foreign connections re- 
port that Europe is ready once more to sub- 
scribe to new issues of securities. 

In view of the great suspension of railroad 
building all over the countrgRduring the past 
few years this new accessibility of capital is 
fullof significance toa great many various 
lines of business and industry. In order to 
clearly understand the market of the week 
and to better judge the outlook, the present 
character of the speculation must be con- 
sidered. The very sharp rise in prices which 
rounded off on Monday was primarily duet 
the purchase of large speculative pools and 
also to the general buying induced by the 
favorable outlook for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. Further down the scale London was 
also a heavy buyer. When repeal became a 
certainty and when the bull feeling was at its 
height was naturally the time when the pro- 
fessional buyers saw a chance to fake profits. 
London operators saw the same opportunity 
and took advantage of it. 

Though there is clearly a largely increased 
outside interest in the market it was not 
strong enough to stand the pressure of such 
sellingasthis, Firstcame the hesitation of 
Monday, the sharp break of Tuesday, and 
then the weak and sagging markets of the 
rest of the week, The bears, who are known 
to have suffered severely for their obstinacy. 
infighting the previous rise, and some of 
whom had to make their first acquaintance 
with private settlements of short sales, saw 
achancetorecoup themselves, and in their 
efforts to do so have made the history of the 
stock market since Monday. That they have 
inducen or can induce any considerable liqul- 


dation is mostimprobable. There is nothing 
inthe conditioas to cause it. There are, of 
course, as has been stated before, consid- 
erable amouuts of securities which will come 
upon this market in due time. There will 
be nothing varue about such selling when It 
does come, and its cause will be fairly un- 
derstood, so that its effect may be ap- 
proximately gauged. In the opinion of many 
competent market critics the market will 
become slowly and surely oversold, Slowly 
because of the increase in supply of floating 
stock, and surely because of the unlikeli- 
hood of further extensive liquidation, 

The London sales of stocks in this market 
which have caused so much eomment were, 
in their volume, doubtless exaggerated. 
They were heavy sales for foreign accounts, 
itis true, but if these could be separated 
from the real foreign orders, the amounts 
ordered sold by operaters on this side would 
be less startling. Theexchange market hds 
already shown that the foreign liquidation 
was not as large as has appeared, for impor- 
tations of gold are nota usual accompan!.- 
ment of foreign liquidation. Various esti- 
mates of the number of shares sold in this 
way have been made, ranging from 75,000 
shares up. The average price of the Amer!i- 
can stocks mostly dealt in in London is under 
50, and if 100,000 shares were sold for foreign 
account, which is doubtful, it would take 
$5,000,000 to make remittance for them. That 
some ‘part of the proceeds was not remitted 
for is true, however, and may account for 
the seeming indifference of the exchange 
market. The motive of the Londomeelling 
appears from investigation to have been 
nothing more than profit-making ‘There 
was probably & & profs: 7 from 6 to 12 points on 
the stocks ught by London during the 
panic, and the temptation to realize was 
strong. The English may buy back their 
holdings at lower * res or at higher, but 
the best opinion is that they will again ac- 
quire more than they have sold.

MOVEMENT OF THE MARKET. 

New York, Nov. 4.—The Post says finan- 
Clally: Another extremely dull market with 
Strength at the opening and irregular weak- 
ness atthe close, rounded out the week’s 
movement of prices. Some London buying 
still apparently the covering of short ac- 
counts and scattered purchases for the same 
account locally guided thefirst advances. 
Inthe second hour the professional opera- 
tors for the decline were active again and in 
the industrials they had pretty much their 


own way. The market showed to-day, as it 
has for several days past, plain signs of dis- 
crimination and it was not illogical that the 
industrials after their recent crazy manipua- 
lation should suffer from such distinctions, 
The day’s business may be described as 
wholly professional, Ofthe bank statement 
itself little need be said. The increase of $5,- 
068.500 in loans and discounts, by far the 
largest recent — in a single week, was the 
most striking feature, especially in view of 
the supposed unwillingness of brokers and 
merchants to use new supplies of money, 

Onthe other hand, the large increase of 
$14,150,900 in Geposits 18 by no means a favor 
a ble sign arising as it necessarily does from 
continued stagnation in interior trade. It is 
not often thet so many market calculations 
have been upset as in the present week. 
Probably the majority of people expected as 
a result of the repeal bili’s passage four 
financial incidents, a sharp local advance in 
stocks, heavy buying orders from Europe, 
recovery in general trade, and a violent col- 
lapse in silver, 

Not one of these expectations has deen 
justified since the repeal bill passed the Sen- 
ate. Stocks are lower, London has sold, 
trade is unchanged, silver is recovering, 
Wall street which usually reckons on“ reflect. 
ing’’ mu day the changes of the situation, 
ap rs to be utterly perpiexed. Even the 
old and-foolish whine about currency con- 
traction unheard among intelligent fuanciers 

since 1875, has been repeated by some ob- 
servers who ought to know better, as if the 
stoppage of an overdone and ruinous infla- 
tion polic} were contraction, and as if Great 
Britain had not stood since early in the con- 
tury without a single artificial change in cir- 
culating the medium, The simple truth of 


the situation is that the speculative markets 


—eventhat for silver—did their discounting 
ofthe reneal vote in advance, and are now 
feeling about to catch the drift of future 
events. 

The advance in prices since the Aug rally, 
and especially the market’s steadiness in the 
Critical period of the Senate filibustering,are 
the true reflection of the vote, though the 
vote itself was reached on Monday. But for 
this vote a period ofactual disaster lay be- 
fore us. Narrow escape from (frightful 
calamity always causes rejoicing, but it does 
not always cause instant return to old time 
confidence. That there should be no instan- 
taneous boom on the vote’s attainment, and 
that business men still strained from the 
panic should at present prefer money to se- 
curities, may inaeed be disappointing, but it 
can hardly be called astonishing.

DHULEEP SIG. 


An Incident of the Chiidhood of the Late 
Maharajah of Labore. 


The death of Maharajah Dhuleep Singh, 
which occurred in London about eight days 
ago, recalls an incident in his early life, wit- 
nessed by an old resident in St. Louis, Mr. 
Henry Higgins, who was at the time, 1846, a 
soldier in the British East Indian army. The 
Sikhs were repeatedly defeated and their 
Capital, Lahore, taken. After the capture, 
the Rawa,queen mother, came rocking down 
on the back of an elephant with her children, 
including the little rajah, Dhuleep Singh, 
then 11 years old. The Rawa and her 
brood were halted at the Cabool gate to 
await the disposition to be made of 
then by the conquerors, who were 
holding ft * council of war. 
Mr. Higgins, who was a claironette player in 
the band, had an opportunity of seeing and 
hearing what was going on. Lord Gough, 
the chief in command, seemed to favor 
severe Measures in punishment of the re- 
peated acts of treachery by the ruling Sikhs, 
and remarked that ‘‘nits breed lice.’’ The 
barbarous suggestion of extermination, 
whether in joke or in earnest, was unheeded 
by the Council. The infant claimant to the 
throne of his ancestors, on an agreement 
with the Rawa, having abjured all his rights, 
was conveyed to England, where he was 
educated and lived like a lord for many 
years.

turned to Lahore to bury his mother’s body. 
The chiefs crowded round him and W t 
him to take his position at their bead. His 
answer Wasa haughty ‘‘Jao! (Begonie). If 
the Sikhs are to rise they must look elsewhere 
fora leader.

MODERN CENTAURS. 


THE CENTAURS OF THE PAMPAS OUT-DO 
THE COWBOYS AS HORSEMEN. 


Translated for the SUNDAY POSsST-DISPATCH. 

It would be difficult for one to imagine, 
says a South American journal, a being who 
leads a wilder, more reckless and freer life 
than the Gaucho of the pampas in Argentina, 
Uruguay, some parts of Paraguay and on the 
plains of Rio Grande do Sul. His grand do- 
main is that immense sea of level country 
which stretches from the mouth of the Rio de 
La Plata to the foot of the snow-clad Andes— 
an almost boundless scope, beautified by 
groves of palms and covered with a carpet of 
flowers. 

With Spanish blood in his veins, and 
blessed with a magnificent physique, which 
shows to the best advantage when sitting 
astride of his blooded horse, this monarch of 
the South American plains should be, as he 
probably is, the happiest creature under the 
sun. 

The Gaucho owes allegiance to no power. 
When he is herdsman and breeder,in turn, 
he is at liberty to sell his land to any ofthe 
States that border on the pampas, and in the 
wild border forays of the frontier his red 
poncho is seen and feared by the enemy. Or 
course the Gaucho knows thetralls of the 
pampasasthe cowboys of the West know 
their cattle grounds. He builds his hut of 
the stalks of the giant thistle that cover por- 
tions of the plains at certain seasons of the 
year. Sometimesthe dwellingis merely an’ 
inclosure, destitute ofa roof, and almost in- 
variably he surrounds it with hedges of 
cacti, which often resist successfully his bit - 
terest foe, the Pehuenches, or Pampas 
Indians. 

The Gaucho shows best when mounted. 
Then, indeed, does he confirm to himself the 
romantic title of the centaur of the pampas. 
If he be the owner of a large herd,he will ap- 
pear ina white shirt, with wide trousers 
well laced, a rich ncho over his shoulders, 
boots of lished leather, with enormous 
spurs jingling at the heels, a wide-brimmed 
hat with a fantastic band, and in one hand a 
rebenque, or cattle-whip, made of cowhide, 
with a handle of massive silver for bis grip. 

Such, briefly photographed, is the Gaucho, 
He has comrades, of course, whose attire 
does not equal his, but by and by they will 
become owners—then for the silver spurs 
and the embroidered trousers! 

SEEMS TO LIVE ON HIS HORSE. 

Like our Comanches, the Gaucho seems to 
live on his horse. He is hardy and sparely 
built, like the Bedouins of the desert. His 
pillow is often his saddle, and his bed-cover- 
ing his inseparable poncho or the glittering 


stars. 

When he first saw the light in the rude 
cacti-inclosed hut of his parents, he was left 
to swing from the roof in a queer looking cra- 
die of bullock’s hide, the four corners of 
which were drawn towards each other by 
strips of the same material. 

What a childhood he had! More than once 
before he could walk his mother gave him a 
sharp knife a foot long to play with, which 

rhaps accounts for the quick manner he 
cas of using it when he quarrels with some 
rival at a dango at some estancia. He 
was taught to ride before he waiked, and his 
childish amusements consisted in ridingjfrac- 
tious colts and lassoing Jogs and birds about 
the-hat. . ¥ 

Sometimes the Gauchos are descended 
from excellent Spanish families, but ute on 
the boundless mpas has weaned them 
from the restraints of civilization as it exists 
in the Argentine Republic. That they are 
not altogether *‘wild’’ is shown by the fact 
that in almost every hut ic found a small 
image or picture which came through the 
hands of the simple priestsof Mendoza or 
Cordova. They will carry their children for 
miles across the pampas to have the little 
ones baptized, and will carry tneir dead

HOSPITABLE TO A FAULT. 

Sir Francis accords genuine hospitality to 
the gaucho. In summer, when the huts are 
infested with fleas and binchucas (bugs as 
large as black beetles and unpleasant bed. 
fellows) the whole family sleeps on the grass 
before the dwelling. When a traveler ar- 
rives at night he places his saddle or recado 
close to the sleeper most suited to his fancy. 
There is nothing to assist his Judgment but a 


The family sit around on similiar stools, and 
with theirlong knives cut large mouthfuls 
from the roast haunch. A lamp made of 
bullock’s tallow lights the hutand reveals 
bridles, spurs and lassoes that hang from 
pegs of bone on the walls. Plump children, 
zood-natured, black-eyed and nearly naked, 
lie around and thump each other play tally 
whil@they eat, and the family powltry wink 
drowsily at the guest from their perches in 
one corner. 

The gaucho turns no wayfarer from his 
humble domicle. His hand is always as open 
as his heart. He will ride thirty leagues a 
day without fatigue, and Drand cattle from 
sunrise to sunset without a mouthful of food. 
When night comes he will sometimes ride to 
some lonely pulperia or e shop. and 
make merry with companions of his own iI. 
Here he sometimes meets strangers and cana 
flows too freely. Music and dancing are al- 
ways onthe programme. When the rout is 
at its highesty a hot word or a jealous look 
brings two gauchos face to face, and the 
ever-ready knife .Gashes im the lamp light: 
With the gauchos a sharp word oftep means 
a sharp blade. * 

FROM POBTRY TO PASSION. ~ . 

Attimes, at these uncurbed fafi@angoes 
on the pampas, two swarthy rivals are asked 
to try their improvisatory talents agains 
each other to the musical accompaniment of 
a guitar, The crowd forms a circle around 
the wall, and the contest begins. Verse suc- 


ceeds verse alternately from the contest- 
ants, and the spectators applaud vigorously 
each ‘*hit.”’’ Both men in the middle of the 
floor are doubtless well filled withcana At 
last one taunts the otherin sarcastic song— 
tells him to go back to his hut and sing to 
the tame vultures he keeps there. The 
jeered improvisatore becomes angry and 
strikes back with compound interest. Word 
follows word, jeer succeeds jeer, amid the 
taunts and laughter of the crowd. 

At length one of the poets throws down his 
lyre, and Apollo transforms himself into a 
god of war. The challenge is quickly ac- 
cepted, knives are drawn, and some gaucho 
leads across the pampas and through the 
starlight a horse whose burden is a dead man 
in embroidered and bloody garments. The 
scene is too often repeated for the gaucho’s 
good; but his nights at the pulperias do not 
make him any the less the king of horsemen 
and the prince of lassoers. 

As the Arab’s best friend is his horse so is 
the steed of the pampas the gaucho’s dearest 
companion. He manages his horse as if it 
were part and parcel of himself. When he 
wants to mount he places one end of his 
lance on the ground Deside the animal, 
catches it with one hand at @ point a short 
distance above his head, and, with a dexter- 
ous spring, seats himself securely on the 
steed’s back. A gaucho horsemen will clutch 
the mane ofa galloping horse and land on 
— back with the ease of a practieed acrv-

At the present day the Gauchos humber 
many thousand souls. They occupy es- 
tablished settlements on the pas and 
seem to be gradually losing their wildness. 
Now and then Pampas Indians swoop down 
on the grouped huts like a lot of red eagies; 
the stockades are set on fire, and the women 
and children mercilesssly massacred, 

OUTDOES THE SAVAGE. 

When the men return a hunt for ven- 
geance is organized, The tocsin of war is 
sounded under the walls of every post, and 
woe to the Indian who falle into the hands 
of the avengers. When stirred to resent- 
ment by wrongs, the gaucho. can outdo ithe 
savage cruelty, and his lance often comes 
home tipped with the long Diack tresses of 
the Pehuenches belle. 

No other people in the world possess a 
country like the gauchos. It seems to 
stretch from horizon to horizon, as bound. 
less as the ocean, but far more beautiful. 
It boasts of groves of palms, of countless 
species, miles of clover and _ blooming cact!, 
towering thistles of stately beauty, a carpet 
of flowers such as can be found nowhere else 
under the sun, a soft sky and an atmosphere 
that breeds no malaria.

Only a 
few years ago they tried to down us in St. 
Louis, now there are 5,000 organized wheel- 
men in St. Louis. If our streets were 
sprinkled instead of irrigated we would have 
twice this number. Ihe bicycie will break 
up the livery stable before long. Its inroads 
on this line of business are already vast.’’

Every boy and girl has heard a good 
deal about the little busy-bee, but prob- 
ably not very many of you know exactly 
how the little bee makes itself busy. If 
you live in the country or spend a few 
Gays there, you can very easily find out 
for yourselves. All you will need will be 
an artifical honey comb, which can be had 
at any crocery store, and a littie sugar and 
water, bolled together, so that it becomes 


sweet and sticky. Besides this get a small 
box, about eight inches deep; the box should 
be provided with a cover which may 
easily removed and putin place again. In 
the middle of this cover cut a little hole and 
fit over it by means of broad-headed tacks 
a plece of window glass. Then arrange a 
flat, thin piece of wood, sothatit will slide 
in grooves cut in the sides of the box, par- 
allel with the bottom. Any boy with a It 
tle ingenuity can make a box Hike this in 
half an hour. He will finda deep cigar box 
very well fitted for the purpose. 

Next, place 4 — honeycomb in the bottom 
of the box and pour over it a quantity of the 
sugar and water. Carry the rest of thesugar 
and waterina bottle in your pocket. You 
are now ready to line bees. Select some 
— where there are plenty of flowers in 

loom. About this time of the year plenty of 
wild flowers may be found along the country 
roads. As soon as you have found a 
honey-bee open the slide of the box 
and take off the cover, and get ready to 
make him a prisoner. But be sure you get a 
honey-dee. Don't make a mistake and cage 
a bumble-bee or a wasp, or a green - bottle fly 
or auy of the other numerous insects that 
feed on flowers and that resemble the honey- 
bee in general appearance. The honey-bee 
ig the only kind that works with an eye to 
the future and lays up its store of food to last 
him through the winter. The result is that 
the honey-bee lives many years, while the 
bumble-bee and other less provident begs 
ae 4 die at the end of the season. 

The honey-bee is about half as big as the 
bumble bee, and has a dark colored body. 
The body ofthe bumbie-bee is striped with 
brilltant hues of yellow and black. The head 
of the honey - bee is flat and shaped like a tri- 
angle. There are four wings, two large and 
two small, and while the bee is sucking 
up honey, the wings lie closely 
folded to the body. Walk up to the 
bee quietly, but do not be afraid, because he 
will not sting you unless you hurt him. Hold 
the box in your left hand beneath the flower 
where he is working, then close the lid over 
him gently. Now, tf you look in the box, 
you will see the bee trying to make his way 
out through the little window that you have 
made in the lid. 

The next thingto do is to walk to some 
high hill or open space, sothat you can see 
the direction the bee takes when you are 
ready tolet himout of the box. Place the 


box on a rock or stick, fastened upright into. 


the ground, Then cover it with your cap or 
handkerchief, so as to darken the inside, 
pull out your slide and hold your ear close so 
that you can tell when the bee has stopped 
buzzing. When he has become quiet, 
you may know that te is hard at work suck - 
ing up the sugar and waterwhith you have 
so thoughtfully provided. You may now 
open the slide and take off the cover. The 
bee will not come out until he has quite filled 
the little sack that he carries his honey in. 
Move back about ten yards, keep a care- 
ful watch on the Dox, and presegtiy you will 
see the little prisoner fy slowly upward. 

Now is the timeto keep your eyes open. 
The little fellow has loaded himself? with all 
the honey he can carry and is about to take 
it back to his home and add it to the hoard of 
sweets that he and his companions have been 
busily accumulating all through the sum- 
mer. You must remember that having been 
carried away in a box from the place 
where he had last alighted it will take 
him a few moments to get his bearings. For 
this reason he will circle around slowly, 
constantly getting higher and higher and 
makingthecircles wider and wider. Sud- 
denly he will dart ok in one particular di- 
rection and fly in a perfectly straight line as 
orn as youcan see. Heison the way tothe 

ve. 

And now comesthe most interesting part 
of your bee lining. Take out your watch and 
note what time it was when the bee left. Then 
sit down and wait, keeping a sharp lookout 
in the meantime on the box. In about fiveor 
ten minutes you will bear a buzzing about 

our head, them you will see a little 

lack spot hovering around the box. 
This is Mr. Bee. Having found the 
honey and water to his taste he has come 
back for more. Pretty soon you will hear 
another 2 sound about your head and 
see another little dark object hovering about 
the box. This is another bee from the same 
hive, who has heardthe story of the box full 
of honey from the first bee and has come 
back to help him carry itaway. After awhile 
both bees, having loaded themselves up, 
will fy away home again, only to come 
back after they have discharged their 
freight. Ifypu wait long enough you will 
find that they Will be joined by still other 
bees, and in the course of half an bour or an 
hour every working bee in the hive, some- 
times to the number of 100, will be busily en- 
gaged sucking up your sugar and water. 
They will carry away your whole bottleful in 
a short time if you let them. 

But you haven’t setto work with the idea 
of giving these bees alithe honey they can 
carry away. What you want is to find their 
home. Therefore, after the first bee has 
come back the second time and has settied 
down on the comb, carefully push inthe 
slide and carry your box in the direction that 
the bees have taken wulle on their way to 
the hive. This direction may take you 
over a mountain oracrossa river, but it 
is best to keep as closely to it as possible, tor 
each foot you moye takes you that much 
nearertothe bees’ home. After you have 
gone a quarter of a mile or so set your box 
upin another conspicuous position, open 
the slide, take out your watch and see how 
long it takes the bees to go and come again. 
You will observe that the intervel is 
shorter than in th first case. When 
your bee has come k the second time 
in this new sition move your box still 
further along in the direction of his hive, and 
repent the operation until you find that it 
takes the bee only afew moments between 
the time of leaving the box and coming back 
to it. You may then be pretty sure that his 
hive is in the immediate neighborhood.

Lingard conducted a publishing business at 
41 Vesey street in 1881.

A couple of years later while in the employ 
of Dreyfuss, a Walker street manufacturer of 
furnishing materials as an expert book- 
keeper and accountant, Lingard feeced his 
employer out of about $4,000 by the system of 
check-juggHng which’ bas deen adopted by 
him in all his operations. 

Detective Sergeant Hidelberg arrested 
Lingard, but he again escaped by making a 
settlement with Dreyfuss. Then Lingard 
left the city for Philadelphia, where he was 
employed as book-keefer and cashier in thé 
clothing house of Garitee, Son & Allen, No. 
518 Market street. He remained there about 
two years. During the latter part of his 
term he succeeded in forging some small 
checks. His defalcations did not exceed $500 
before he was discovered. Once more he 
managed to escape. His last place was in 
Belleville, N. J., where he was employed as 
book-keeper and confidential clerk by the 
Eastwood Wire Co. He soon opened a pri- 
vate account with the Bedford Bank, in 
Brooklyn. He managed to get hold of sum 
clent checks which he turned into his own 
account to amount to over $5,000. He again 
escaped punishment, but how the police do 
not know. He said to be wanted by a Boston 
firm also.

Geology and the Farm.

Otto Lilienthal, who has been for years at 
work upon the constraction ofa practicable 
Aying machine, has recently published a long 
article on the results of his experiments. In 
it he says that the method outlined by him ts 
undoubtedly the correct one, and that ths 
quiet gliding through the atmosphere, which 
he calls sailing, is the elementary principle

Her New System to Be Applied in the 
Princess Nicotine.’’ 

Modern comic opera accords so much scope 
to the comedian and the soubrette that there 
need be no fear of failure on the part of 
elther for lack of opportunity. Theirs are 
the juicest slices of the lyric tenderloin, often 
to the exclusion even of the prima donna and 
to the certain confusion ofthe tenor, should 
one chance to cross their comic patuway. 


But while the funny fellow and the breezy 
comedenne are liberally licensed in scene and 
song, Lililan Russell, it appears, das con- 
cluded that. it is high time something were 
done to lift the chorus into appropriate 
prominence. „ 

It cannot be denied that this factor in ev. 
ery variety of the lyric drama has been in- 
differently regarded by authors, composers 
and stage managers. In most instances the 
chorus mars or impedes the action, and at 
all times it tends to complicate the story by 
its broadcast presence and lusty lunged 
acquiescence in the opinions and sentiments 
of important persons of the piece. That it 
might serve a more useful purpose is patent 
when one recalls the 88 thrilling 
effects produced by the artistieally directed 
mob in Paul Kauvar’’ and the actuality of 
the Saxe-Meiniger corps of auxiliaries in 
their mob effects. 

Miss Russell acknowledges that the condi- 
tions governing the operatic chorus of to- 
day are, to say the least, vexing and per- 
plexing. As a striking background toa 
carefully planned picture, the gayly caparti- 
soned 8 is essential. It is only when 
called into action that the rigidly disciplined 
force becomes objectionable. Miss Russell’s

n The Princess Nicotine’’ taught to act 
rationally—as ladies and gentlemen, or 
whomsoever they are supposed to be, would 
do under the dramatic circumstances. 

he tradition handed down from the early 

eriod of grand Italian opera, said Miss 
Russell, ig to be cast aside. The assump- 
tion, according to this venerabie precedent. 
is that the chorus is always a unit, never a 
multitude, Hence it appears that the auxil- 
lary body has been drilied to express emotion 
with military unanimity and precision, 
Thus—‘Hark! Someone approaches,’ re- 
marks the portly baritone, in awe-inspiring 
recitative, and straightway his forty-odd re- 
tainers strike a harkening attitude, with 
every ear alert, each body forward bent 
and ali necks craned to catch the distant 
sound detected by the keener hearing of the 
solo singer. The effect is grotesque, without 
being designed. It’s absurd! 

„In like wholesale fashion are dépicted 
astonishment, terror, dismay, horror and 
despair—every one performing the same 
stilted action to denote the prescribed emo. 
tion. If joy or mirth be demanded the rule 
applied calis for an equally senseless exhibit 
of a disposition te dothe same thing in uni- 
son, so that the chorus has in reality grown 
to be a many-headed absurdity, inexcusable 
and intolerable. 

4% will have none ot this. My intention is 
to have each member of my Chorus taught 
separately to impersonate & certain distinct 
character, be it ever 80 briefly in view, so 
that the total shall insure a Comprehensive 
array of intelligent beings instead of a set of 
automata. My theory is simply that every- 
body employed upon the scene should typify 
to the life whatever character he or she may 
stand for. 

‘Thus the delineator of a lady of rank 
would deport herself with dignified grace, 
while a daughter of the people would plainly 
indicate her social status by a more boister- 
ous tone and unpolished behavior. At present 
it is impossible to detect the difference be- 
tween a fishwife anda fiirt™so far as the 
youny women are concerned who may be as- 
signed to support such opposite parts.’’

If Jupiter Is Inhabited the Mon There Are 
Sixty Feet Tall. 
From the Baltimore Sua. 

A great deal has been said and much specu- 
lation been indulged in with reference to the 
question whether the celestial worlds are in- 
habited by intellectual beings similar to the 


— ee 


doubt that this interesting question willever 
remaina mere matter of speculation, but 
let us suppose that beings resembling man 


in stature were dwelling on those glorious 
orbs we see in the vast vault of the heavens, 
and let us investigate what proportions 
they would bear to us, provided the length of 
their bodles were in the same ratio to the 
diameter ot their respective globe as ours to 
the diameter of the earth. For this reason 
we have chosen the largest orb of our solar 
system, the central body of that system it- 
self, and the most brilliant fixed star in the 
sky. 

The average inhabitant of the planet 
Jupiter would stand about sixty feetin his 
shoes. Were such a Jovian to visit our earth 
he would be able, without the danger of 
dislocating his neck, to look into the top- 
most stories of our metropolitan bulidings. 
A Jovian infant’s cradle would be considered 
by us a very comfortable bed to rest in. The 
huge soldiers of <Arliovistus, whose mere 
sight struck terror into Ceesar’s legions, 
would dwindle into very pigmies were they 
to be compared with the Jovian soldier; nay, 
the latter would coolly pick up N Ariovis- 
tus himself, with three or four of his body 
guard, and put them into his Knapsack to 
keep them as animated toys to play with 
during the hours of rest. 

The solar inhabitant of average size would 
measure a height of over 600 feet, so that, 
were he to visit the earth, the most 
capacious building ever erected by man 
would be too smalltooffer him hospitality. 
Three or four dozen fattened oxen would 
form but a meagre breakfast for that 
capacious cavern—his stomach. On the paim 
of his hand a whole company of terrestrial 
soldiers would have sufficient room to go 
through their military drill and evolutions. 
What deafening sounds would emerge from 
those enormous bellows—a solar man’s lungs 
even if he were to keep the pitch of his 
voice within the iimits of ordinary speech 
not to mention the hurricane that ‘would 
sweep over the land were a solar Congres- 
sional Senate to indalge in their favorite 
pastime of blowing off rhetorical yas, Would 
not the Speaker's gavel calling an obstrep- 
erous member to order break the windows 
within a radius of considerable length? 

The distances of the fixed stars from us are 
so enormous that, as yet, no absolutely re- 
liable means have been found of ascertain- 
ing the real magnitudes of those colossal 
orbs, Still it is to presumed that some of 
them, by dint of frequent observations and 
by applying to them that powerful lever in 
the hands of the astronomer, spectrum 
analysis, may be with certainty considered 
as being at least a certain number of times 
as great as our sun. To most of us the sun is 
the very quintessence of what is large, but 
compared with most fixed stars it becomes 
small, for were it removed to the distance of 
the nearest fixed star it would shine with the 
8 of only a star of the second magni- 
tude, 

Sirius, the king among the fixed stars of 
our firmament, is at least so large that, if it 
were inhabited by beings similar to men, 
one of average size would attain to the das- 
giing height of one and one-haif miles—that 
ofa respectable mountain K. Here we 
leave it to the imagination of the reader to 
picture to himself a — poe with such 
sigantic beings, compar with whom we 
rial mortals sink into utter in-

WOMEN’S SOCIETIES.

Fortieth Annual Meetine of the ole 
Industrial Home. . 

A number of ladies and gentlemen assem- 
bled at the Girls’ Industrial Home, No. 718 
Eighteenth street, last Tuesday evening, Oct. 
8, to take part in the exercises of the fortieth 
annual meeting of that institution. 

It is more than forty years ago since a 
meeting was held in the vestry-room of St. 
George’s Church for the purpose of taking 
the initial steps toward founding a home for 


the benefit of the little waifs that were home- 
less and of the beggars on the streets. 

When the first home was erected the ladies 
interested inthe good work took turn about 
teaching the chfldren, and Theron Barnum 
of the City Hotel, situated on Third and Vine 
streets, engaged ‘to furnish the daily food for 
the in mates of the Home. 

Since that time more than 9,000 helpless 
children hate been sheltered inthe home 
and not more than fifteen children have been 
lost to the home by death during all that 
time. The exercises on Tuesday night were 
opened by Rev. Dr. George E. Martin and 
Rev. Dr. 8. J. Niccolis Offered prayer. Ad- 
dresses were made by Revs. &. J. 3 J. 

C. Learned, Frank Tyrrell and Col. D. P. 
Dyer. The secretary read her report, show- 
ing that 63 girls are now inthe home, 59 had 
been placed in families and 87 had been cared 
for during the past year. The girls who en- 
ter the home are always kept until they suc- 
ceed in learning work by which they may be- 

come self-supporting. The total receipts for 
the year were $10,676.41 and the expenses 
$5,759. This shows a prosperous condition 
of affairs fora home which is mainly sup- 
ported by voluntary subscriptions. 

Ot the $4,917.41 left fromthe actual annual 
expense of the home $8,681 belongs to the 
buſldaing fund, most of which has been raised 
by voluntary subscription.

GYMNASTICS AT HOME. 


How to Retain Summer Complexion and 
Elasticity. 
The woman who wishes 


to preserve 


the bodily vigor aud mental elasticity} 


that come from well-sfent summers will 
haye to labor gealousliy to do it. She 
will have to provide city and indoor 
substitutes for tramping over the fields and 
in the woods, for rowing and paddling and 
tennis, These diagrams are designed for 
her assistance.

he body above and belowthe waist is kept 
perfectly immovable, and the rotation is 


confined entirely to the waist. The pupil 
will feel the mascles alternately stretching 
and relaxing under her hands as she de- 
scribes the motion. The exercise may be 
modifiled by sitting instead of standing. 

The third figure shows an exercise for de- 
veloping the muscles of the back. Stand 
with the hands on the hips and the feet 


slight! apart. Keep the knees straight, but 
the body nt forward and then raised to 
the vertical position, a slight inward arch 
being given to the back of the waist. 

Besides these there 1 other grace-givi 
movements.
